Rebel for X is a strongly grunge influenced band but their 
newer songs became more like garage punk pop and I 
enjoyed it. Their 3-tracks CD 'Soft Touch' is still hot and 
available. Let's hear what Kudin, the guitarist have to 
share with us. 

How did the band started? 

It was started in 2004 when Apek (drums) and I 
confirmed to be in a band together. But the band was 
officially formed end of 2005. 

How do you know the other band members? 

That time, the line-up was Mizi, Kimi, Apek and 1. 1 
was making my ID card at the Registry Ministry (JPN), 
I met Mizi. We saw each other before at Kuyie's jam 
studio so he said hi to me and we started chatting and 
became unseparatable. From there we started to jam 
together. He was in another band but disbanded. 

Apek: After a few months, Kudin thought about Lok 
who he known from Kuyie's studio also. He contacted 
Lok and asked to join the band and Lok was also 
excited to form a band with the same genre. So, we 
jammed frequently after that. 

Kudin: Rebel for X was officially formed end of 2005. 

Who came up with the band name? 

I was the one who suggested the band name. I came up 
with the name because at that time I was still in my 
'young blood' days and like to rebel against the things 
I'm not satisfied with. I was not satisfied with a lot of 
things; world, reality, school, exams, society. That's 
why I put V in the name. It's like variable that can be 
put with those stuffs. X can be anything. Like in 
mathematics, the variable are x, y, z or a, b, c. Same 
goes with my band. 

So, now you're changing the name? Why do you feel 
the previous name not suitable? Who gave the new 

Because I'm no longer rebellious. Not as radical as our 
early days. Our genre is not really suitable with 'rebel'. 
Our name might be changed to The Valence. This new 
name was given by our vocalist, Lok. At first, I want to 
put Avalanche Breakdown but Apek agreed with Lok's 
suggestion. So, I also agreed. Valence means atoms that 
gather. It shows that we try to gather back the scene 
kids, grunge scene kids. 

What are your lyrics about? Name us your 
influencing bands? 

About the surroundings and dissatisfactions. Something 
like typical punk bands' lyrics. I'm no longer the 
vocalist of the band. So, the lyrical aspect becomes less 
political. Too many influences. For me, of course bands 
like Nirvana, Butterfmgers, Pushpapura. Too many to 
list down, not only grunge but also punk, hardcore, and 
metal also influenced us. Apek is more towards metal 



and metalcore stuffs. Lok is more towards grunge, punk 
rock and also music from the 90's. 

What are the band's current activities? Any new 
recording? 

So far, no. But coming soon, maybe after Raya. Other 
activities include playing at gigs or jam sessions. The 
latest one was at 60's Studio this 4th day of Raya. 

So will you guys record your old songs for your 
upcoming release? For example the 'Sweet 
Memories' song? 

Haha, 'Sweet Memories' is actually our demo's title, 
not a song title. 'Sweet Memories' is the demo we 
recorded back then when we jammed at Kuyie's studio. 
At that time, Mizi was still with us. 

Mizi? Is he the one who used to play with Little 
Kordin? 

I'm not sure. He used to play in Thevana. Maybe he had 
some other bands, I don't know. I've lost contact with 
him ages ago. 

I noticed that you are interested in current political 
issues, meaning you are the 'thinking' type. So, 
did/will you include your political view in your 
lyrics? 

Yes. For example I wrote a song about us being 
oppressed. The song title is, 'Wake Up!' And like before 
this on the song 'The Day of Bored'. 

What's the story behind that song? 

It have ideology behind it, like the lyric goes "Have sex, 
it shows you fall in love, What a stupid are you ", what I 
was saying is that I don't agree that teenagers nowadays 
have sex to show they love each other. But the lyrics are 
not typical punk, just a bit. Because grunge came from 
punk. 

So now you joined Carin handling Rojak Distro. 
Why you decided to join him? And will this help 
your band in any way? 

Hahaha. Nope, it's just because I want to help him. I 
want to help Terengganu's scene to rise again. And I 
want to introduce the songs and bands that I like to the 
people. That's all. I don't think that a band needs any 
influence on other people because my band is only for 
fun, not for fame. 

What band you like the most lyrically? 

Butterfmgers. They are legend. 

What do you think about the progression of Kuala 
Terengganu independent music scene? 

It's progressing, but certain groups only. Only the 
'indie' kids are growing and less punk kids, less metal 
kids, less grunge kids. Probably a lot more trendy, and 
some even play in bands for fame! And some others 
only want to be with their own gangs. But still it's still 




okay, no fighting (oops, we saw some 'fighting' or 
rather 'bullies' at recent Nasik Dagang Raya gig -ed). 

What do you think about the band The Tunelari? 
And what other new bands that are potential to go 
further? 

The Tunelari? They're great because they succeed in 
attracting huge crowds. Maybe because the 'indie- 
fever' is so hot nowadays. But honestly, their songs are 
great. There are potential in some Terengganu bands, 
they have the effort to spread their music and play at 
other places like Kuala Lumpur, Kota Bharu, Melaka, 
etc. Their songs are also not bad and the most important 
thing, they have effort to create songs. For example, 
The Tunelari, Reset to Default, Alienis Beautiful, 
Distortia and Cock Say Cock Dung. Those are the new 
bands which have played outside of Terengganu before. 

What are your favorite fanzines and why? 

There are a lot. Like Mosh, Roots, xStandpoint of 
Mindx, Masked Reader, Kaseh zine, Unexpected Facts, 
Innerview, The Coalition, Bicara Mengenai Sesuatu and 
a lot more. Lenguh aku list. Because of the contents; 
some are relaxing, some contains a lot of knowledge, 
facts that I didn't know before, thinkers and ideas. 

You also have written for Masked Reader (Aniq's 



zine) before. Have you ever think of doing your own 
zine? 

Haha, yes 1 did but I think not for now. Because to 
make a zine is not an easy task, commitment is really 
important. My commitment now is more towards my 
band. I don't want to sacrifice the time for my band. If I 
sacrifice my band time, someone's heart might get hurt. 

Which one is more satisfying, writing a lyric or an 
article? 

Both. Writing an article is more straight forward and 
direct explanation. On the other hand, lyrics are more 
poetic and artistic. Meaning satisfaction in writing lyric 
is when you can adapt your messages to the lyric. It's 
not easy to make a good lyric that delivers your 
message. 

Normally for writings in fanzines, what you write 
about? 

Normally I write article on what crosses my mind. For 
example, recently my friend said most rape cases 
happened were men's fault. So, I think why it is men's 
fault and I write about this issue. Writing an 
article/column is as if writing to share your opinion, to 
criticize and to improvise. All ideas come spontane- 
ously, that's why I don't want to make my own zine.

How did you guys got together?

Then I started studying Travis 
Barker's drumming and he's so creative. So, I got into 
punk rock through Blink 1 82, maybe.

(ex-drummer). Sarul is the one left to continue the 
struggle to gather new members in early 2007; Pyan 
(guitar+vocal), Akey (bassist+backup vocal), Bhai 
Straw (drummer+karut) & Sarul Straw himself i 
(guitar+vocal). It takes quite sometime to get 
comfortable with the band as a new member like me. 
After some time, this new line-up was so excited to 
record, so coincidently, we record the new CD. Hehe.

How's the scene at your hometown now? Any 
interesting band you recommend us to check out? 

Our hometown Klang Bandar Diraja is so boring these 
days since many renovation is done here. No gigs 
anymore, plus we can't organize gig here anymore. Just 
imagine how sad the punk rock kids in Klang like us. 
The kids who hang around, most of them are posers. 
The weird thing is, a lot of 'Nazis' still existing. Huhu, 
whatever are their vision in life? Just an embarrassment 
for us punk rockers. Band? We have Bunkface, hahaha! 
We don't know what band to recommend because only 
old timer bands still active like Dashown, Second 
Combat (Second Piot, hahah) and Sarjan Hassan. 

How did you get into punk rock. What's the first 
band you listened to? What did you listened before 
punk? 

When we were born onto this earth, our fathers read the 
azan to our ears, then after a few minutes our fathers 
put on Blitzkrieg Bop and Astro Zombies for us to 
listen, hahaha! Sorry. 

Kimie (ex-Straw 'O and school mates of Freygyle) was 
the first person to give us poppunk stuffs when we 
hanged out during 2002. we listened to Greenday, 
Blink 182, Simple Plan and many more.

So, he gave us Knot 
Records' 'Non-Conformity Vol. 1 ' compilation CD.

I got The Tunelari CDs for free at the Angkatan Baju 
Malaya gig recently, and I got hooked up with them, so as 
my friends back home. They played in KT many times, a 
couple of times in KL and also in Melaka before. I didn't 
had the chance to catch their live set until recently at 
Nasik Dagang Raya Jam gig. This interview was done by 
Kudin of Rebel for X.

Jason: Oh well, you could say that.

Jason: I think we are unique in some sense since we are 
not a pure Malay or Chinese band.

Recently the students of UITM (local public 
university) went on strike to protest against the idea 
of having other races into admission to the 
university.

Having a race division in 
education system is like stealing away the rights of the 
people to seek education. 

Why can't 
other races be admitted into university? Knowledge is 
not judged by the colour of your skin! To think that 
intelligent university students who stooped to this level 
of stupidity is sad. 

Anything to add before we end this short interview? 
Jason: Thank you Nizang for interviewing us. Hope we 
can play more shows in KL if opportunity permits. 
James: Loads of love to MOSH! for the interview! Stay 
true! 

Last words? 

James: Keep the DIY movement alive! 
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Doesn't matter if you're malay, Chinese, 
concession, all races can listen to it, not 
to forget the orang asli. The lyrics to the 
songs are also easy to sing along to when 
you're in the shower or cooking. Even 
the animals can listen to put their 
offspring to sleep. 

Who are your biggest influences?

For now, The Tunelari still in the 
making of demo. EP hopefully will be 
produced too. For now, we'll just release 
demos. Because demos are released to 
see how the outcome when the songs are 
recorded. Also as market-survey. If 
people don't like, we'll improve. For EP, 
if we're doing it, if possible we'll do the 
best and also an album. But must 
'test-market' first. If we have the chance, 
we'll do the EP, insyaAllah. 

Where did you guys record the songs? 
are you satisfied with the outcome of 
the recording? 

All songs were recorded at AMP studio, 
Gong Kapas. The studio provides 
recording and jamming. About the 
quality, we're really satisfied. Really- 
really satisfied. After this, the upcoming 
songs will also be recorded at AMP 
studios.

I fell in love with this band the first time I listened to them 
on the Thrash it Up' 4-way split CD. Thus invited them to 
play in KL last year. This is Yogyakarta, a mixed-races 
band with costumes from Singapore. 

What are the latest news from Yogyakarta? Any new 
recordings in plan? 

James: We have plans to make new shit, record and 
release our full length CD in the next few months! 

How did you guys got together? 
Kai: Seelan + Haresh +Vinay + Kai - Vinay + Jason - 
Haresh + James - Seelan + Mish =Yogyakarta 
Jason: Basically the current line-up is Kai (vocals), 
Jason (guitars), Mish (bass) and James (drums) 

Why Yogyakarta as a band name? How did you guys 
got the name? 

Jason: Yogyakarta' is a word in Sanskrit, the ancient 
language of India. It means something like 'nice/good 
hearted person'. There is a state of the name in 
Indonesia because it was colonized/visited by the 
Indians a long time ago. 

Why this band is formed? Have you guys achieved 
the goals? 

Jason: This band was formed because mainly we 
wanted to experiment with fastcore punk and thrash, 
which is basically fast music.
